Positive  Evidence  That  Lin- 
coln's Left  Kentucky  Via 

Howe  Valley  ancj.  Vertrees.

The  western  part  of  Hardin  Countv 
is  very  much  interested  in   the  pro" 
posed  Lincoln  Memorial  Highway  to 
cover  the  way  the  Lincolns  traveled 
from  their  home  in  Larue  County  un- 
til they  crossed    into   Indiana.  This 
interest  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a  bill 
has  been  introduced  in  Congress  by 
Representative  Rathborne,  of  Illinois, ) 
for  the  government  to   build  a  high- 
way to  be  known  as  the  Lincoln  Me- 
morial Road     covering  exactly  the 
itinerary  that  Thomas  Lincoln  and  his 
family  took  when  they  left  their  farm  j 
|  on  Knob  Creek  in  Larue  County    to  < 
|  go  to  Indiana  and  from  there  on  to 
Illinois.   There  have  been  a  number 
of  recent  publications    which  show 
positive    truth    that    the  Lincoln's, 
traveling  in  an  ox  cart,  crossed  the 
Ohio  River  at  Cloverport  in  Brecken- 
ridge   County.    Part  of  this  informa- 
tion is  a  matter    of  written  record 
which  seems  to  establish  authorita- 
tively that  the  crossing  occurred  at 
Cloverport.   The  News   has  recently 
received  additional  information  con' 
cerning    this   voute  through  Hardin 
County  in  the  form    of    an  affidavit 
from  Mr.  W.  M.  Willyard    of  Howe- 
j  valley.   This  affidavit  is  as  follows: 

Affiant,  Wm.  M.  Willyard  of  Cecilia, 
Hardin  County,  Kentucky,  states  un- 
der oath  .that  he  heard  his  father, 
Elijah  Willyard,  John  Willyard,  his 
uncle,  and  George  Klinglesmith  say 
that  when  Thomas  Lincoln  and  fam- 
ily, including  Abraham  Lincoln,  moved 
from  Hardin  County  Kentucky  (in  an 
ox  cart)  going  west;  that  he  passed 
over  the  route,  and  through  what  is 
now  known  as  Cecilia,  Howe  Valley, 
and  crossing  Rough  River  at  what  is 
now  known  as  Vertrees,  Kentucky,, 
going  thence  further  west. 

Affiant  further   states    that  he  is 
seventy-  six  years  of  age  and  that  he 
has  lived  in  Howe's  Valley  all  of  his 
life.   His  address  being.

This  seems  to  establish  beyond  any 
question  the  route  that  Thomas  Lin- 
coln and  family  including  his  son, 
Abraham  Lincoln,  then  a  lad  of  ten 
years,  took  in  leaving  Kentucky.  Our 
information  is  that  this  route  at  the 
time  the  Lincolns  left  was  the  only 
county  road  which  they  could  have 
followed  if  they  crossed  the  Ohio 
River  at  Cloverport.  Mr.  Willyard's 
statement  that  the  Lincolns  traveled 
in  an  ox  cart  corroborates  the  state- 
ment from  Cloverport  that  this 
was  the  way  they  traveled. 

If  Mr.  Rathborne's  bill  should  be- 
come a  law,  and  Kentucky,  Indiana 
and  Illinois  can  probably  put  it  ..over, 
this  road  when  constructed  would 
make  the  distance  from  Owensboro 
and  all  points  west  in  Kentucky  forty 
miles  nearer  to  Lincoln  Farm  and  to 
Mammoth  Cave  and  to  all  points  south 
than  any  other  road.  It  would  also 
shorten  the  distance  from  western 
Indiana  and  Illinois  that  much.  The 
News  believes  that  Mr.  Rathborne's 
bill  will  become  a  law  and  on  account 
of  the  sentiment  about  Abraham  Lin- 
coln the  road  will  be  built  and  become 
a  much  traveled  highway  both  be- 
cause it  will  shorten  the  distance 
south  and  on  account  of  its  histori- 
cal association.  A  memorial  bridge 
across  the  Ohio  River  at  Cloverport 
should  be  included  in  this  project.

Lincoln  Memorial 
Highway  Discussed 

By-Laws  Adopted  and  Plan* 
Approved  for 
Project. 

By-laws  for  the  Lincoln  National 
Memorial  Highway  Association  lor 
the  State  of  Kentucky  were  adopted 
and  appointment  of  committees  to 
further  the  proposed  project  with  the 
States  of  Indiana  and  Illinois  was 
approved  Friday  .night  at  a  meeting 
held  at  The  Seelbach. 

The  object  of  the  organization  is 
to  promote  the  construction  and  pro- 
vide for  the  maintenance  of  a  per- 
manent hard-surfaced  highway  from 
the  birthplace  of  Lincoln,  near 
Hodgenville,  to  Springfield,  HI.,  his 
place  of  burial. 

The  by-laws  also  provided  that 
any  person  may  become  a  member  in 
the  association  by  payment  of  one 
dollar  annually.  Persons  who  pay 
five  dollars  annually  will  be  known 
as  contributing  members  and  those 
who  pay  ten  dollars  or  more  annually 
will  be  designated  as  sustaining  mem- 
bers.

On  Sunday,  August  25,  members  of 
the  Boonville  Press  Club,  of  Boonville, 
Ind.,  will  form  an  automobile  caravan, 
composed  of  50  automobiles  from 
Boonville  and  vicinity  and  expect  to : 
leave  Boonville  at  5  o'clock  a.  m.  The 
destination  of  this  automobile  caravan 
is  Lincoln  Farm  near  Hodgenville,  j 
Ky.  Members  of  the  Boonville  Press  i 
Club  request  that  as  many  cars  as 
possible  join  the  long  procession  on 
the  way  to  Lincoln  Farm.  The  caravan 
enroute  will  pass  through  Rockport, 
Tell  City,  Cannelton,  Lafayette  Springs 
and  Tobinsport,  Ind.,  at  which  place 
it  will  cross  over  the  Ohio  River  to 
Cloverport,  Ky.,  at  a  point  in  close 
proximity  with  the  ordinal  crossing 
place  of  the  Lincoln  family,  on  their 
way  to  Illinois. 

The  story  of  the  Lincolns  ferrying 
the  river  at  Ooverport  was  recently  un- 
covered at  the  court  house  at  Cannel- 
ton, Ind.,  in  the  finding  of  a  deed,  by 
Clarence  Leaf,  which  disclosed  some 
outstanding  historical  facts  pertaining 
to  this  particular  point.  ..  i 
Old  Deed  Discovered 

In  the  Autunyi  of  1928,  while  Mr. 
Leaf  was  looking  through  some  deeds 
and  papers  left  by  his  mother,  he  found 
an  old  deed,  yellowed  with  age,  and 
to  this  was  attached  a  sheet  of  paper 
which  carried  the  story  of  the  crossing 
of  the  Ohio  River  by  the  Lincoln  family 
from  Cloverport,  Ky.,  to  Tobinsport, 
Ind.,  giving  the  time,  manner  of  cross- 
ing and  the  name  of  the  man  who 
assisted  them  across  the  river,  also 
the  name  of  the  person  who  owned 
and  operated  the  ferry  at  that  time. 
This  is  attested  by  a  notary  public,  or 
what  at  that  time  was  known  as  the 
public  recorder.  This  is  recorded  in 
deed  book  No.  1  of  Perry  county,  Ind. 

The  plan  for  Sunday,  August  25,  is 
the  beginning  of  agitation  for  a  Lin- 
coln National  Highway  from  Hodgen- 
ville, Ky.,  to  Springfield,  111.,  with  a 
bridge  spanning  the  Ohio  river  at 
Cloverport..

Facts  of  Abraham  Lincoln  Crossing 
Ohio  at  This  Place  are  Recalled 


(By  Edward  Gregory,  Historian, 
Cloverport.)  %^  W^1^  W***  i*S+&* 

When  General  William  Hardin  and 
his  two  companions  escaped  from  the 
Indians  they  made  their  way  to  Fort 
Mines,  Elizabethtown,  Ky.,  where  they 
spent  the  winter  at  the  Fort.  In  the 
year  of  1780,  General  Hardin  made  his 
first  visit  to  Breckinridge  county,  and 
in  the  spring  of  1781  he  left  Fort 
Hines-to  make,  if  possible  a  settlement 
in  the  county,  and  finally  decided  to 
build  a  Fort,  where  Hardinsburg  is 
now  located. 

When  the  Fort  was  completed  it 
was  not  long  until  settlers  from  Fort 
Hines  made  their  way  to  this  location, 
and  a  well  blazed  trail  soon  became  a 
road;  communication  between  the  two 
Forts  was  well  established,  and  this 
trail  came  to  be  the  oldest  road  be- 
tween Hardinsburg  and  Elizabeth- 
town;  consequently  the  self-evident 
fact  remains  that  this  was  the  route 
over  which  Thomas  Lincoln  and  his 
family  traveled  when  thev  came  to 
Fort  Hardin. 

One  only  has  to  view  the  old  log 
cabin  near  Hodgenville,  the  home  of 
the  Thomas  Lincoln  family  and  birth- 
place of  the  noted  Emancipator  to 
learn  that  the  family  of  Thomas  Lin- 
coln were  very  poor.  He  supported 
himself  and  family  mainly  by  day 
work,  for  which  he  received  from  25 
to  40  cents  per  day,  a  bare  existence. 

When  Thomas  Lincoln  got  his  grant 
to  land  in  Indiana,  if  became  necessary 
for  him  to  cross  the  Ohio,  and  one 
can  imagine  how  he  and  his  wife  talked 
the  situation  over,  as  to  how  they 
could  best  make  the  journey.  He  knew 
that  he  had  to  cross  the  Ohio  River, 
but  where? 

Between  the  falls,  at  Louisville  and 
the  city  of  Henderson,  there  were  but 
two  towns  on  the  river.  These  were 
Joeville  (now  Cloverport),  and  a  settle- 
ment (at  Troy,  Ind.  To  cross  the  Ohio 
near  Salt  River  was  impossible  and 
even  if  he  could  have  done  this, 
.Indiana  at  this  time  was  a  vast  wilder- 
ness with  no  road,  and  a  rough  sec- 
tion of  country  about  which  Lincoln 
knew  nothing. 

What  if  something  should  happen 
to  him  along  the  way,  and  his  wife 
and  children  be  left  to  starve  in  the 
woods?  In  considering  this,  he  sought 
advice  from  friends  at  Fort  Hines, 
and  they  told  him  of  a  road  to  Fort 
Hardin,  and  that  further  on  there  was 
a  settlement  on  the  Ohio  River  called 
Joeville,  that  probably  he  could  cross 
the  Ohio,  some  way  at  that  point,  and 
that  down  on  the  Indiana  side  there 
was  a  settlement  on.  the  river  where 
Troy,  Ind.,  now  stands.  This  placed 
him  on  a  direct  line  to  Vincennes, 
Ind.,  where  there  was  a  Fort  near  the 
location  which  he  was  seeking.  There 


is  no  question  but  that  this  was  the 
direct  route  Lincoln  took  to  his 
Indiana  honre,  for  undisputed  records 
show  that  he  went  that  way. 

Colonel  Murray's  Story 

We  have  first  the  story  of  Thomas 
Lincoln  and  family  passing  through 
Hardinsburg  as  told  the .  writer  by 
Colonel  Logan  C.  Murray,  whost 
father,  Colonel  David  R.  Murray,  liv- 
ed in  Hardinsburg  at  the  time  and  re 
told  the  story  of  Lincoln's  visit  to  his 
children,  as  follows: 

Thomas  Lincoln  came  through  Har- 
dinsburg and  stayed  over  night  there. 
He  drove  a  cart  drawn  by  two  oxen, 

and  he  also  had  a  cow.  While  passing,  —        -----  -  -        „  ,  f  f,

On  an  old  map  of  Joeville,  we  see 
the  stream,  known  by  us  as  Murray's 
branch,  but  there  called  Weather- 
holt's  Run,  having  derived  its  name 
from  Weatherholt,  who  lived  just  back 
of  what  is  now  the  Frank  Carter  place, 
near  a  spring.  The  cabin  was  torn 
away   years  ago. 

Old  Houses  Here 
There  are  yet  a  number  of  houses 
standing  in  Cloverport  that  were  built 
long  before  Lincoln  passed  through 
the  village  in  1816.  The  first  house 
erected  in  Joeville,  was  on  East  Hus- 
.'tori  Street  and  burned  some  iyears 
back.  It  was  occupied  by  Crawford 
DeHaven,  Colored.    Two  log  houses 

stood  on  the  LaHeist  lots,  and  still 
another  which  may  be  recalled  by 
many,  was  located  on  Main  Street, 
where  the  Cumming's  filling  station 
now  stands.  It  was  used  for  years  as 
a  photograph  gallery.  The  other  house 
on  the  same  square  still  stands  on  the 
corner  near  the  railroad  and  is  known 


was  there  that  old  Aunt  Minerva,  th 
Colored  cook,  fed  the  little  lAbe  Lin- 
coln buttered  bread  and  milk.  That 
they  remained  there  over  night  has 
been  contradicted  by  affidavits,  stating 
that  he  camped  at  a  spring  near  where 
the  old  Fort  formerly  stood,  and  that 
he  told  those  there  that  he  was  travel- 
ing west  to  cross  the  river  at  Joeville. 

Colonel  Logan  C.  Murray's  story 
is  also  corroborated  by  a  written  testi- 
mony of  Rogers  Clark  Ballard  Thrus- 
ton  of  Louisville,  when  on  August 
3,  1921  the  same  story  and  descrip- 
tion as  given  to  the  writer  in  the  fall 
,  of  that  year  while  on  a  visit  in  Clover- 
port was  published  in  the  Louisville 
papers. 

Following  up  this  trail  of  Thomas 
Lincoln,  evidence  that  dannot  be 
shaken,  was  brought  to  light  when 
Clarence  Leaf,  at  Tobinsport,  Ind., 
just  across  the  river  from  Cloverport, 
found  an  old  land  grant  made  by 
Jacob  Weatherholt,  who  ferried  the 
Lincoln  family  across  the  river  at 
Joeville  on  a  raft  of  logs.  Leaf  found 
attached  to  this  old  deed,  a  written 
statement  by  Jacob  Weatherholt  jr., 
written  after  the  death  of  his  father. 
Then  when  Abraham  Lincoln  became 
President,  Jacob  Weatherholt  jr.,  felt 
proud  that  his  Niather  had  ferried  the 
then  future  President  of  the  United 
States  across  the  Ohio  River  on  a  raft, 
and  on  this  account  he  made  a  record 
of  the  event  as  told  to  him  by  his 
father,  and  this  same  record  with  deed 
placed  on  Deed  book  A  pages  8  and 
9,  can  be  found  on  file  in  Cannelton, 
Indiana. 

Weatherholt's  account  of  the  event 
and  that  of  Colonel  Murray's  are  the 
same.  In  Weatherholt's  statement,  the 
party  was  said  to  have  camped  on  his 
land,  and  next  day  went  as  far  as 
Lafayette  Springs  near  Cannelton, 
Ind.,  and  from  there  one  may  follow 
the  Lincoln  family  to  Troy,  Ind., 
where  they  stayed  for  a  while.  For 
many  years  an  old  cabin  stood  at  that 
place  and  steamboat  men  pointed  out, 
that  this  was  the  place  where  Lincoln' 
had  lived.  Every  fact  presented  has 
been  verified  by  substantial  evidence, 
not  old  barroom  or  fireside  stories 
but  proven  facts.  Jacob  Weatherholt 
sr.,  the  man  who  ferried  the  Lincoln 
family  across  the  Ohio  River,  at  one 
time  lived  at  Joeville,  before  he  moved 
to  Indiana. 


was  first  erected.  Another  historical 
log  cabin  is  next  door  to  the  property 
known  as  the  Miller  home  now  occu- 
pied by  Mrs.  Simmons.  It  is  said 
that  Henry  Clay  was  in  this  cabin  part 
of  the  time  during  his  presidential 
race. 

The  house  owned  by  "Buck  or 
Ernest  Gregory  is  another  old  house, 
and  that  of  Henry  Solbrig  is  still  an- 
other. Most  of(  these  'houses  have 
been  weatherboarded  and  plastered  and 
the  old  logs  are  hidden  from  sight. 

Another  old  log  house  stood  above 
the  mouth  of  the  Branch  on  Bowne's 
land,  but  it  was  wrecked  by  caving 
banks,  but  for  many  years  four  old 
apple  trees  stood  there,  sentinels  of 
the  past. 

Another  old  log  house  stood  near  the 
corner  once  qccupied  by  Morton's  mill 
on  River  Street  and  here  salt  was  kept 
for  sale,  and  it  was  at  this  place  that 
Lincoln  most  likely  camped  or  stayed 
over  night. 

Hardinsburg  is  now  140  years  old, 
and  Goverport  in  October  will  cele- 
brate the  132  anniversary  of  its  settle- 
ment, i

Tradition,  which   has  been  handed 
down  until  it  is  now  being  accepted  as 
historical   facts,  has  it  that  the  Lin- 
colns came  through  Hardinsburg  and 
Cloverport,    crossing   the  <  riv^er  near 
the    mouth     of     Clover     Creek  at 
Cloverport,   then   known   as  Joeville, 
for  Indiana  shores. 

There  are  any  number  of  people 
over  the  county  who  have  heard  about 
the  Lincolns  on  that  famous  journey. 
The  purpose  of  our  county  organiza- 
tion is  to  get  together  all  of  these 
stories  in  the  form  of  affidavits,  so 
that  they  can  be  presented  to  the 
State  organization,  and  eventually 
they  may  be  brought  up  before  Con- 
gress when  the  committee  goes  to 
Washington  to  try  and  get  the  Lin- 
coln Memorial  Road  made  a  federal 
project.

SAYS  LINCOLNS 
CAMPED  IN  COUNTY 

Mathias    Miller  Remembers 
Facts  Told  Him  By  His 
Uncle 


In  order  to  substantiate  all  the  his- 
torical facts  about  the  Lincoln  family 
coming  through  Breckinridge  county 
on  their  way  to  Indiana,  the  stories  of 
the  Lincolns  are  being  recorded  in 
the  form  of  affidavits.  The  follow- 
ing story  is  from  Mathias  Miller,  one 
of  the  county's  oldest  and  most  ven- 
erable citizens: 

Affidavit  of  Hon.  Mathias  Miller  in 
Re:  Lincoln  party  at  Hardinsburg, 
Kentucky: 

The  affiant,   Mathias  Miller,  now 
President  of  The  Farmers'  Bank  & 
Trust   Company,    Hardinsburg,  Ken- 
tucky, and  formerly  County  Judge  of 
Breckinridge  county,   Kentucky,  says 
he  was  born  near  Hardinsburg,  Ky., 
August  26,  1836,  and  has  continuously 
resided  here  since,  and  is  now  ninety- 
four  years  old;  that  in  1859,  when  the 
news    reached    Breckinridge  county 
that  Abraham  Lincoln  had  been  elected 
President  of  the  United  States,  he  was 
riding   to   Hardinsburg  in  company 
with  his  uncle,  John  DeHaven,  then 
an  elderly  man,  and  they  were  dis- 
,  cussing  the   election,   when  his  said 
uncle  stopped  his  horse  in  the  road 
near  the  branch  or  creek,  (Bush  Run) 
at   the   soutH   edge   of  Hardinsburg, 
j  and  pointed  to  a  small  cabin  in  the 
I  valley  on  the  east  side  of  the  road  and 
said,   "There   is   where   the  Lincolns 
'  spent  two  or  three  weeks  as  Thomas 
Lincoln,  with  young  Abraham,  moved 
to  Indiana.    He  said  some  one  of  the 
Lincoln   party  was   ill   and   they  re- 
I  mained  in  the  cabin  until  health  re- 
|  turned  and  they  received  chanty  from 
the  settlers  in  Hardinsburg.  My  said 
uncle,     John  DeHaven,     said  he  re- 
membered, particularly,  that  when  the 
Lincoln  party  started  from  Hardins- 
burg young  Abe  walked  in  the  road 
in  front  of  a  wagon  drawn  by  a  yoke 
of  oxen  and   carried  a  long-stocked 
rifle  on  his  shoulder  and  that  some  one 
in  the  wagon  drove  the  oxen. 

Affiant  also  states  that  it  is  his  re- 
liable information  that  his  great  uncle, 
Toe  Huston,  bought  and  owned  quite 
a  lot  of  land  about  the  mouth  of 
Clover- Creek  and  built,  "or  caused  to- 
be  built,  several  small  houses  on  said 
land  which  was  given  the  name  of 
Toesville,  now  Cloverport,  and  that 
he  was  also  definitely  and  reliably  in- 
formed that  the  Lincoln  party  was 
ferried  over  the  Ohio  River  at  Joes- 
ville,  by  a  man  by  the  name  of 
Weatherholt.

"LINCOLN  TRAIL"  MEETING 

An  interesting  and  enthusiastic  meet- 
ing of  Perry  County's  '^Lincoln  Trail" 
committee  was  held  last  Thursday  eve- 
ning in  the  library  at  the  high  school, 
with  E.  D.  Jones  presiding  as  chair- 
man and  Herbert  Webb,  secretary.  The 
members  of  this  committee— represent- 
ing the  four  communities  along  the 
route  which  the  Lincoln  Family  are 
believed  to  have  traveled  through  Perry 
county  on  their  way  from  Kentucky 
to  Indiana— are  Clarence  C.  Leaf,  Alex 
Ahl  and  Ernest  Weatherholt,  Tobins- 
port;  E.  D.  Jones,  Herbert  Webb,  Nor- 
man E.  Hafele,  Henry  M.  Clemens, 
Clarence  W.  Irvin,  John  Henry  Fran- 
cis, William  Minor  and  Thomas  J.  de 
la  Hunt,  Cannelton;  Gus  Cassidy,  Dr. 
P.  J.  Coultas  and  Charles  D.  Schrei- 
ber,  Tell  City,  August  H.  Bergenroth, 
Dr.  Earl  Snyder  and  J.  D.  Hopkins, 
Troy;  nearly  all  of  whom  were  in  at- 
tendance at  the  session,  together  with 
Lawrence  O'Connor  of  Troy,  and  Mes- 
srs. Paul  Lewis  and  Edward  Gregory  of 
Cloverport.   The  Kentuckians  pledged 
the  entire  cooperation  of  Breckinridge 
county  in  leaving  nothing  undone  that 
will  aid  in  verifying  the  well  grounded 
claim  that  the  Lincoln  Family  "  Crossed 
the  Ohio  River  from  Cloverport  to 
Tobinsport  as  is  declared  by  the  Jacob 
Weatherholt,  Jr.,   "memoir"  in  the 
Cannelton  court  house,  the  oldest  piece 
of  "documentary  evidence"  that  has 
yet  been  found  bearing  directly  upon 


the  point  where  the  river  was  crossed. 
Mr.  Lewis  read  some  personal  corres- 
pondence to  show  that  Nancy  Hanks 
Lincoln  was  related  to  the  Hanks  fam- 
ily in  the  neighborhood  of  Cloverport, 
still  represented  there,  and  lending 
strong  color  of  probability  that  she  and 
her  husband  were  influenced  by  this 
fact  to  make  their  journey  by  a  way 
that  would  bring  them  into  personal 
contact  with  their  kinsfolk.  Mr.  Gre- 
gory has  been  engaged  for  years  in  in- 
tensive historical  research  work,  and 
has  valuable  material  in  his  possession. 

It  was  agreed  that  a  full  delegation 
from  Perry  and  Breckinridge  counties 
will  go  on  Thursday,  March  6,  to  Vin- 
cennes,  to  participate  in  the  "Lincoln 
Migration  Centennial"  there;  when  a 
tri-state  association  will  be  officially 
organized  between  Indiana,  Kentucky 
and  Illinois.  The  route  through  Illi- 
nois has  been  already  fixed,  and  it  re- 
mains now  for  Indiana  and  Kentucky 
to  join  forces  in  establishing  the  route 
from  Hodgenville  through  Hardinsburg 
to  the  Ohio  River  and  on  to  Lincoln 
and  Gentry ville.  £7  UJ.

ANOTHER  LINCOLN  CONTROVERSY 

The  propo8al  of  an  Illinois  committee  of  the 
Lincoln  *{ational  Memorial  Highway  Associa- 
tion that  Kentucky  pave  and  dedicate  to  this 
sentimental  purpose  that  part  of  the  route  fol- 
lowed by  the  Lincoln  family  from  the  Knob 
Creek  farm,  near  Athertonville,  to  the  cross- 
ing of  the  river  which  took  them  to  Gentry- 
vill<\  Ind.,  is  likely  to  be  beset  with  compli- 
cations. ,  . 

It  should  be  explained  at  the    outset  that 
this  proposed  highway,  much  of  which  already 
is  constructed,  would  run  from  Lincoln's  birth- 
place, following  the  route  of  the  family's  mi- 
grations through  the  three  states  to  bis  home  j 
in  Springfield,  111.,  where  he  rose  to  fame,  and  ] 
on  10  Beardstown.  where  Lincoln.  Cfifiducte.4  I 
the  famous  Duff  Armstrong  murder  trial  and 
where  Douglas  later  called  him    a  liar,  and 
was  defied  by  his  Whig  opponent. 

The  interest  in  all  things  pertaining  to  Lin- 1 
coin  is  reflected  in  the  great  number  of  books  j 
written  about  him— and  about  anything  with 
which  he  had  anything    to    do..  That    these . 
books  sell  is  an  indication  of  this  avid  curios- 
ity or  desire  to  know  more  about  the  Emanci- 
pator,  As  a  consequence,  if  such  a  highway, 
as  outlined,  were  built  and  marked,  doubtless  j 
it  would  attract  many  tourists.  f 
But  he  who  would  lay  down  any  route  in 
Kentucky  as  that  which  the  Lincoln  family 
followed  in  their  migration  to  Indiana  would 
display  temerity,  indeed.    The  newspapers  of 
Hardin,  Breckinridge  and  Hancock  counties  al- 
ready have  carried  many  controversial  articles 
on  this  subject.   Those  in  Perry  and  Spencer 
counties  in  Indiana  have  joined  in  the  dis- 
putation.   Even  the  principal  biographers  are 
not  sure  of  the  route  followed  through  Ken- 
tucky, nor  where  the  crossing  was  made. 

Just  where  the  Lincolns  crossed  the  Ohio 
river  or  bow  they  got  to  the  crossing,  is  a  mat- 
ter of  not  the  slightest  consequence  to  history 
or  the  world  at  large.   William  E.  Barton  be- 
lieves the  Lincolns  crossed  at    Thompson's  ] 
Ferry  to  Posey's  Landing,  at  the  mouth  of  An-  j 
derson's  Creek  on  the  Indiana  side,  near  the  j 
present  village  of  Troy,  in  Ferry  county.  Some 
believe  the  family  crossed  at  Tell  City,  others 
from  Hawesville"  over  to  Canneltou,  and  still 
others  have  documents  which  they  contend 
prove  that  the  emigrants  were  ferried  over  j 
from  Cloverpo.rt  to  Tobinsport.    Some  resi- 
dents of  Meade  county  offer  evidence  that  the 
Lincolns  made  the  crossing  at  Boone's  Ford, 
below  Mosquito  creek,  not  far  from  West 
Point. 

Whoever  tackles  the  laying  out  of  the  Lin- 
coln Memorial  Highway  In  Kentucky  has  a  job 
on  his  hands. 

Kentucky  is  in  need  of  more  roads,  but  Its 
need  is  first  for  roads  for  practical,  not  senti- 
mental, purposes.— Louisville  Courier-Journal.

Dear  Doctor: 

I  enclose  you  a  half  page  of  todays  Courier 
Journal,  and  will  also  add  tha_t  the  Public  Library  in 
Louisville  has  on  exhibit  nearly    the  same  kind  of  map  made 
by  a  Mr.  Hubbard  of  Indiana,  which  shows  the  Lincolns  floated 
from  Knob  Creek  down  Salt  River  to  the  Ohio  and  down  that  river 
to  near  Gentryville,  Indiana.  I  would  like  to  know  what  you 
think  of  this  publicity  and  is  it  propaganda  to  stop  the  building 
of  the  proposed  Lincoln  Memorial  Highway  in  Kentucky.. 

I  do  know  that  the  county  seat  political  bosses  in 
both  Hardin  and  Meade  Counties  have  in  the  past  and  are  yet 
trying  to  keep  it  away  from  the  Lincoln  shrines  in  the  north  end 
of  Hardin  County,  and  Meade  County  wants  it  kept  away  from  both 
Flaherty  and  Big  Spring.  I  think  the  split    in  the  Lincoln 
Memorial  Highway  Commission  that  was  appointed  by  the  Governor 
of  Kentucky  to  investigate  and  find  Thos .

The  two  County  Seats  Bosses  then  got  busy 
and  had  Governor  Laffoon  to  add  two  more  Commissioners  from  Hanceck 
County  and  the  two  from  Hancack    added  their  number  with  Hardin  and 
Meade  and  added  the  Springfield  road  from  near  Athertonville  into 
Elizabethtown,  and  also  from  Hardinsburg  through  Hancock  County  by 
the  way  of  the  Hancock  Commissioners  into  Hawesville.  But  they 
failed  to  disturb  the  east  and  west  route  that  I  have  on  the  map 
in  red  ink  and  now  that  is  why  the  county  seat  bosses  want  the 
whole  thing  to  die  an  sasy  death,  as  they  know  they  will  get  the 
Springfield  road  built  in  time,  and  the  Shepherdsville  road  is  under 
bids  at  this  time  as  a  70  foot  Federal  Highway  and  the  Springfield 
read  is  on  the  State  Prunary  System.  They  object  because  if  it 
follows  the  route  of  the  old  Harneds  Station  Salt  Lick  Trail  which 
was    opened  for  wagon  passage  in  1803  and  1804  by  both  Hardin  and 
Breckenridge  Counties  that  three  settlements  were  started  on  that 
trail  end  road.  Big  Spring  was  settled  by  good  people  from  Virginia 
and  Maryland  before  the  trail.  Vine  Grove  before  the  road  and  Flaherty 
ves  started  on  this  old  road  afterwards.      Flaherty  situated  in  the 
oest  farming  part  of  Meade  County  is  a  thorn  in  the  flesh  for  Branden- 
burg as  it  has  two  of  the  best  stores  in  Meade  uounty,  one  general 
merchandise  and  one  hardware  and  farm  implements.  Either  one  has 
more  business  of  its  kind  then  Brandenburg  and  the  bosses  want  them 
kept  in  the  mud  and  away  from  any  advantages  a  thru  road  might  be  to 
them.

Final  Mapping  of  Path  Ends 
3  Years  of  Research  By 
Commission.

Doubt  Special  Session  Call.

The  Courier-Journal  Frankfort  Bureai 
Frankfort.  Ky.,  July  8. — Conviction 
settled  over  the  State  Capitol  today 
that  Gov.  Ruby  Laffoon  would  not 
call  the  Kentucky  General  Assembly 
in  extraordinary  session,  following  in- 
formation from  his  close  associates 
that  all  consideration  of  the  problem 
had  been  postponed  until  Mter  the 
August  primaries. 

For  one  thing,  Allie  W.  Yoimg,  po- 
tent political  figure,  has  advised  the 
Governor  against  the  session.  So,  like- 
wise, has  Seldon  R.  Glenn,  newly  ap- 
pointed internal  revenue  collector. 
Neither  took  repeal  of  the  Eighteenth 
Amendment  into  his  calculations,  but 
both  believed  that  to  levy  new  t?-\es 
t  this  juncture  would  do  the  party 
n0  good. 

That  viewpoint  explains  why  no 
call  has  been  issued  although  more 
than  100  members  of  the  General  As- 
sembly have  indicated  their  willing- 
ness to  limit  their  stay  here  to  ten 
days. 

The  cost  of  an  extra  session  always 
was  a  factor  against  the  call,  in  the 
Governor's  mind.  A  session  lasting 
ten  days  probably  would  cost  $25,000, 
No  provision  for  such  an  outlay  was 
made  at  the  regular  session.  Some 
advocates  of  the  special  session  esti 
mate  the  proposed  tax  on  beer  would 
bring  in  approximately  $1,000,000  ; 
year.  But  the  Governor  has  no  as 
surance  that  the  138  members  of  the 
General  Assembly  would  pass  the  pro- 
ved tax. 

Uppermost  in  the  minds  of  some 
of  his  advisers  has  been  the  embar 
rassment  some  Administration  candi- 
dates might  face  in  the  August  pri 
mary,  four  weeks  away,  if  they  came 
to  Frankfort  and  voted  for  new  taxes. 


Baptists  Exhorted. 

Nashville,  Tenn.,  July  8  (/?)— Dr.  M 
E.  Dodd,  president  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  today  appealed  to 
"every  Baptist  pastor,  deacon,  church 
officer  and  member  to  exercise  the  ut- 
most of  their  spiritual,  moral,  intel- 
lectual and  political  influence"  against 
the  repeal  of  the  Eighteenth  Amend 
ment. 

"The  liquor  traffic  is  a  legal  out- 
law, an  economic  outcast,  an  intel 
lectual  imbecile  and  a  moral  derelict, 
Dr.  Dodd  declared  in  a  statement  is 
sued  through  the  convention's  execu- 
tive committee  here  and  addressed  to 
"the  pastors,  officers  and  4,000,000 
members  of  the  24,000  Southern  Bap 
tist  Churches." 

"It  is  on  moral  grounds  that  the 
battle  must  be  fought  out  and  on 
these  grounds  liquor  has  always  lost," 
he  asserted.  "There  are  abundant  ar- 
guments against  the  liquor  business 
from  economic,  industrial,  social  and 
political  points  of  view.  But  on  moral 
grounds  the  liquor  business  has  not  an 
inch  on  which  to  stand, 

"Every  argument,  on  any  ground, 
in  betaalf  of  legalized  liquor  is  unso- 
cial, undemocratic,  unmoral,  unre- 
ligious."

data. 

Route  of  Road. 

The  zero  stone  of  the  Kentucky 
route  will  be  set  at  the  Lincoln  birth- 
place. The  road  leads  thence  to 
Hodgenville,  then  to  the  Knob  Creek 
farm  where  Thomas  Lincoln  moved 
two  years  after  his  son  was  born. 
From  there,  the  road  will  follow  as 
closely  as  practicable  the  trail  of  the 
old  Springfield  Pike  to  Eliza  be  thtown. 

The  route  there  veers  to  the  north 
over  the  Shepherdsville  Road.  The 
first  Lincoln  reminder  on  this  stretch 
of  the  route  is  the  original  farm 
owned  by  Thomas  Lincoln  and  upon 
which  Abraham's  sister,  Sarah  Lin- 
coln, was  born,  ,Six  miles  farther  is 
the  old  Brumfield  farm  on  which 
Abraham's  aunt,  Nancy  Ann  Lincoln 
Brumfield,  and  his  grandmother,  Ber- 
sheba  Lincoln,  lived  for  more  than 
thirty  years. 

On  this  farm  is  perhaps  the  only- 
man-made  thing  now  visible  upon 
which  Thomas  Lincoln  and*  his  family 
might  have  gazed  back  in  the  autumn 
of  1816.  It  is  the  old  chimney  to  the 
house  in  which  Abraham's  grandmoth- 
er, Bersheba,  lived  and  died. 

Veers  Westward. 

The  route  here  veers  westward.  A 
mile  on  is  the  old  cemetery  of  the 
First  Regular  Baptist  Church  of  Mill 
Creek,  in  which  five  members  of  the 
original  Lincoln  family  are  buried 
Sixteen  direct  descendants  of  Nancy 
Ann  Lincoln  Brumfield  now  live  in  the 
Mill  Creek  community,  and  the  family 
names  of  Nancy  and  Abraham  still- 
predominate. 

This  historical  spot  has  been  in- 
corporated for  the  purpose  of  restor 
ing  the  little  settlement  to  the  pre- 
vailing modes  of  Lincoln's  day.  It  is 
expected  to  be  one  of  the  most  in 
teresting  places  on  the  completed 
memorial  trail. 

Continuing  west,  the  road  follows 
the  trace  of  the  old  pioneer  Salt  Lick 
Trail  through  Vine  Grove,  Flaherty 
and  Big  Spring  to  U.  S.  60.  near  Har- 
ned's  Station.  The  route  then  lies 
over  No.  60  throug'h  Hardinsburg  and 
thence  to  Cloverport  to  the  Oh 
River  crossing,  where  it  connects  with 
the  Indiana  unit  of  the  memorial 
highway. 

New  sections  of  the  route  are  to  be 
built  on  exceptionally  wide  rights-of- 
wav  and  roadside  beautifioation  will 
be  one  phase  of  the  Lincoln  tribute 
according  to  Dresent  plans.

v.s  we  ui  derst  nd  it,  we  were  appointed  to  locate  as  nearly 
as  possible  the  Rotunl  route  tr^Yeled  by  Thomas  Lincoln  and  his 
family  from  their  home  on  Knob. Creek  in  Kentuoky  to  their  future 
home  in  Spencer  County,  Indiana.    This  we  are  trying  to  do. 


In  our  labora  we  have  taken  to  consideration  four  sources 

of  information. 

First.    The  reasonableness  of  the  route  as  determined  by 

established  roads  and  attractions  suoh  as  kindred  and  friends  to 
be  visited  before  undertaking  suoh  a  Journey. 
Second.    Traditional  affidavits. 

Third.    Court  records  as  to  the  opening  and  upkeep  of  roads. 

Tourth.    Heoorded  history.

The  Yellow  Banks  road  leads  from  Hordinsburg  in  almost  a 
direct  line  toward  their  destination.    It  is  a  ridge  road 
avoiding  any  deep  fords  in  Kentucky,  and  the  river  cross- 
ing put  the  party  beyond  and  deep  streams  in.

It  does  not  seem  reasonable  that  a  man  of  Thomas  Lincoln's 
ability  as  a  woodsman  would  have  selected  a  road  from  Hardinsburg 
that  would  lead  him  into  the  swamps  and  overflow  land  along  the  Ohio 
River  and  to  a  crossing  that  would  take  him  into  still  worse  over- 
flcr.  l€ind         lat:  t  wiXdcmoss  *h*r*  thz  road  io&Alng  froa  tlut 
point  had  been  viewed  bat  a  scant  year  before  and  probably  had  not 
been  oleared.    Here  he  wouid  have  had  numerous  streams  of  consider- 
able size  to  croBS  before  he  could  reach  his  destination. 
As  to  traditional  affidavits: 

These  are  few  and  contradictory.    Some  of  these  have  the 
party  oroasing  on  a  raft  of  legs  and  others  purport  to  prove  that 
there  was  a  ferry  already  established.    As  to  the  " eatherhslt 
doouraent,  we  do  not  believe  it  is  genuine.  In  fact,  to  an  unpre^| 
udioed  investigator,  it  would  seem  that  its  background  has  been 
completely  discredited. 

,.s  to  court  records  of  roads: 

Those  are  meager  and  unsatisfactory.    The  proponents  try 
to  prove  there  were  two  routes  and  only  suooeed  in  proving  the 
overwhelming  advantages  of  the  Yellow  Banks  (Owensboro)  road. 
AS  to  the  historical  background; 

There  is  none.  So  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  ascertain, 
no  one  had  ever  thought  of  Cloverport  being  a  possible  crossing 
until  the  proposal  of  a  memorial  highway  came  up.

Besides  this  the  Indiana  Commission  has  established  tu 
Indiana  terminus  at  Cannolton  a ©rose  the  river  from  Havrcsvill© 
Kentucky.    This  conclusion  on  their  part  was  reached  ofter  a 
Joint  meeting  with  the  Kentucky  Commission  and  we  feel  that  we  are 
honor  bound  to  keep  our  p^rt  of  the  agreement .

She  told  me  that  Thomas  Lincoln , Nancy  Lincoln, his  wife,  and 
the  little  boy ,Abe , s topped  at  their  spring  and  ate  their  lunch 
and  informed  them  that  they  were  leaving  Kentucky  for  Indiana 
and  were  on  their  v/ay  by  the  way  of  their  sister, Nancy  Brura- 
field.  At  that  time  many  people  on  the  Shepherdsville  and  Dowdell 
Roads  knew  Thomas  Lincoln  as  he  made  frequent  trips  to  and  from 
Wm.Brumf ields   ,and  prior  to  this  time ,f or  twelve  years, had  owned

When  Abraham  Lincoln  became  prominent  in  politics  in  the  State 
of  Illinois,  the  jjeo^le  who  knew  him  ijj  this  section  of  Hardin 
County  began  to  talk  and  relate  vtfien  and  where  they  had  seen 
them  last.  At  that  time  and  afterwards  Margaret  Douglas  and 
Lucretia  Austin  gave  me  more  Lincoln  information  than  any  one 
else   that  I  have  talked  to  and  I  have  always  regarded  it  as  an 
accurate    history  of  the  Lincolns  trip  to  Indiana. 
My  sister .Martha  Jane  Viers, eight  years  older  than  myself, 


when  a  small  girl, attended,  the  funeral  and  burial  of  some 
of  the  Lincoln  kin  at  the  old  first  Mill  Greek  Baptist 
Church  Cemetery. 

Lincoln's  Route  To  Indiana  By  F.O.Viere 

Thomas  Lincoln  and  family  started  from  Hodgenville (  Abraham 
Lincoln's  Birthplace  )  and  went  to  Elixabe tht own .From  there 
to  E.A.Vier's  place (now  owned  by  Mrs. Emma  Cowley  and  Waverly 
Viers)and  to  William  McCullums  place  (now  owned  by  Mrs.J.H. 
Shelton)and  to  James  .  cWilliam's  place  (now  owned  by  Mrs.J.H. 
Shelton)to  Issac  Emery's  place (now  owned  by  Mrs.V.Shelton  and 
F.O.Viers)to  Capt.John  Hibbs'  place(now  owned  by  Mrs. Jennie 
Leanord)   to  Hezekiah  Stovall's  place  (now  owned  by  Mrs. 
Leanord)  to  Rev. David  Carr's  place  (now  owned  by  Grover  Cook) 
to  John  Cowley's  place  (now  owned  by  Josh  Bird)  and  to  Mn. 
Brurnfield's  place   (now  wwned  By  E  .  J  .French )  and  stopped  there. 
They  then  went  west  down  Buffalo  Run  to  Mill  Creek, and  out 
to  the  Elizabethtown  and  Boone's  Ferry  Road  and  crossed  the 
Ohio  River  near  where  the  Government  Dam  is  built  at  West 
Point.

and  she  and  her  husband  Wm.Brumfield  lived  at  the  Brurnf ield 
place  and  were  buried  in  the  old  Hill  Creek  graveyard. 
When  Thomas  Lincoln  came  back  here  and  married  the  second  ti 
time  he  crossed  the  Ohio  River  lower  down, near  his  farm  in 
Indiana . 
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I.G.E.McHurtry,  of  Vine  Grove, Ky.  was  born  in  the  year  i860,  in  a  farm 
houae  one  mile  south  of  the  Hardin  County  Court  House  tfn  the  Louisville 

and  Nashville  Turnpike. 

From  about  eight  years  of  age  up  to  eighteen  yeare  old,  I  lived  and 
worked  continuou.ly  on  a  farm  in  the  North  end  of  Hardin  County  which  was 
bounded  on  the  East  by  the  wuBrumf  ield  farm,  ther,owned  by  Hrs.Crecia  Austin, 
a  daughter  of  Wm.Brumf ield,  whose  wife  was  a  sister  of  Thomas  Lincoln. 

After  eighteen  years  of  age  I  was  in  school  for  several  years,  then  in 
business,  and  for  the  last  thirty-six  have  been  active  cashier  of  the 
Farmers  Bank  of  Vine  Grove ,Ky.    The  beginning  of  the  ten  years  on  that  farm 
was  filled  with  great  privation    and  hardship,  and  stands  out  more  vividly 
than  any  other  ten  years  of  my  past  life. 

During  this  ten  years  I  did  hear  Ifrs.Crecia  Austin  talk  to  my  father 
and  mother  at  various  times  and  did  hear  her  say  that  her  Uncle  Tom  and 
his  family  stopped  for  several  days  with  her  father  and  mother  when  he 
moved  his  family  to  Indiana,  and  that  her  Uncle  Tom  and  Little  Abe  came  back 
from  Indiana  after  her  Aunt  Nancy  had  died.      Also  that  they  stayed  with 
them  for  about  a  week  and  her  father,  Wm.Brurtf ield ,  had  a  big  mil  splitting 
and  frolic  while  her  Uncle  Tom  and  Little  Abe  were  there.    Shealso  said  that 
she  had  never  seen  Little  Abe  but  twice  after  he  was  a  chunk  of  a  boy.  and 
that  was  when  they  moved  to  Indiana,  and  when  several  years  later  when  her 
Unole  Tom  and  Little  Abe  had  made  this  weeks  visit,  while  on  their  way  to 
Slizabethtown.  She  said  she  had  not  seen  them  since  as  they  had  not  come 
back  by  there  on  their  way  back  to  Indiana. 
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In  explanation  will  say  that  while  every  one  called  Mrs •Austin 
"Crecia"  I  think  her  name  was  Lucrecia.  In  speaking  of  her  Grandfather 
she  always  said  "Grandpa  Abe",  and  when  a peaking  of  the  President  she 
always  said  Little  Abe* 

She  was  a  strong  sturdy  built  woman  with  a  good  mind  and  could  and 
did  hold  her  own  with  the  world  at  large,  taking  care  of  her  father  and 
mother  in  their  old  days,  as  they  had  cared  for  the  widow  Abraham  the 
first,  reared  a  large  family  and  named  one  of  her  girls  Bfcmcy,  in  memory 
of  Little  Abe's  mother.

I  mail  you  some  clippings  in  separate  cover  and  some  eopies  of 
affidavits  in  this  letter  which  may  be  of  some  service  to  you  in  locating 
the  Route  of  -Little  Abe"  out  of  Ky?     If  you  will  remember  back  to  the 
time  you  were  busy  getting  information  as  to  Lincoln's  early  life,  you 
found  people  rather  slow  to  talk  and  would  rather  say  nothing  than  to  be 
quoted  in  regard  to  anything  about  the  Lincolns. 

I  am  happy  to  say  all  of  that  feeling  has  died  with  the  old 
people  and  we  are  now  free  to  say  what  we  knew  aid  hea rd .  Should  you 
rather  have  the  papers  sworn  to  I  will  try  to  get  it  done. 

I  also  enclose  you  a  map  of  the  north  end  of  Hardin  County 
over  which  "Little  Abe-  traveled  when  he  first  left  Kentucky  for  Indiana. 

There  is  quite  a  lot  of  County  Seat  politics  being  floated 
to  put  the  road  where  it  will  do  the  County  Seat  the  most  good  regardless 
of  where  they  traveled  the  first  trip  they  made  with  Nancy  Hanks  and 
»  Little  Abe"  .      Follow  the  red  line  north  from  Elizabethtown  about 
fourteen  miles  and  see  where  it  turned  west  on  a  road  that  likely  Thomas 
Lincoln  himself  viewed  out  as  he  was  a  great  favorite  at  the  home  of 
his  Sister  Nancy  Brumf ields,  and  helped  view  out  most  of  the  early  roads 
in  this  country.    That  road  crossed  Mill  Creek  at  the  best  grade  on  both 
sides  of  the  creek  at  any  crossing  it  has. 

Mr s.Luc re tia  Austin  always  spoke  of  where  they  crossed 
the  Ohio  River  in  the  future  tense,  as  they  expected  to  cross  at  Boones
